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Value of the Use of Anonymity 


Dorothea Lawrence Mann 


F the use of anonymity is a 
trick, just a device to stir up 
a | Om little extra curiosity and 
y/.4 gain a bit more publicity, I 
=| believe it will fail. An au- 
thor should have a real, vital 
reason for resorting to anonymity, and then 
having decided to issue his book without 
his name, he should stick to his decision.” 
As the author of “The Inner Shrine,” 
the most wholly successful anonymous 
novel in a long period of years, Basil King 
has naturally given much thought to the 
problems of anonymity and its laws. 

“In my own case,” he continued, “my 
reason was serious ill health. The idea of 
anonymity was very grateful to me and | 
seized on it eagerly. I think it is possible 
that I may have urged it to Henry Mills 
Alden, even before he had the opportunity 
to suggest it to me. You know “The In- 
ner Shrine’ was first published in Harper’s 
Vlagazine. I very clearly recall lunching 
with Mr. Alden, who had then been editor 
of Harper’s Magazine for about forty 
vears and who looked like a patriarch, and 
how he told me that he had worked out 
the theory that once in thirty years an 
anonymous novel was due to make a big 
sensation. He was emphatic about its be- 
ing thirty years and he insisted that the 
book must have a theme of international 
interest. Of course, there was also the 
element of novelty. There must not have 
been a stream of recent anonymous novels. 
lt was just thirty years he said since the 
tremendous success of John Hay’s novel, 





‘The Breadwinners,’ which had been pub- 
lished anonymously. I had just finished 
writing “The Inner Shrine’ and then and 
there I knew I wanted it published anony- 
mously.” 

A definite distinction is needful between 
anonymity and pseudonymity. They are 
allied but they are not the same thing. An 
anonymous novel is an orphan sent into the 
world to make its way upon its own merits. 
If you are H. G. Wells or Sinclair Lewis 
and you send a book into the world with- 
out your name, you voluntarily forego all 
the friends which your previous books have 
made for you in order to secure an unpre}- 
udiced hearing. If you are Peter Jones or 
Mary Smith you may argue that if your 
book is good, it may be attributed to some 
already celebrated author and may in con- 
sequence get publicity and sales which it 
might lack with your unknown name. 

If you are a humorist and want to write 
a serious book you have good reason for 
resorting to anonymity, since you may 
realize that your public is likely to go into 
spasms of laughter no matter how serious 
the thing you say. There are times when a 
clergyman has good reason for preferring 
anonymity. There will always be some 
things which are far more effective coming 
from a layman than from a minister. If 
you have been labeled as writing one sort 
of story, you may realize that the public 
will never take time to consider what you 
can do in another field if the book comes 
to them with your name attached. Per- 
sons conspicuously in public life can 
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scarcely get an unbiased hearing for a book 
under their own names. President Coo- 
lidge, Mary Pickford and J. P. Morgan 
would have about equally poor chances at 
getting an honest opinion if they were to 
write fiction. They would not lack pub- 
licity, but they would have difficulty in 
getting their fiction taken seriously. And 
if the President of the United States did 
write a successful novel, every subsequent 
act of his political career would be met 
with the criticism—‘Well, what would you 
expect a novelist to do?’! 

The writer of an anonymous book does 
not pretend to be someone else. He simply 
disappears from the picture altogether. In 
a strict sense neither “The Wild Olive” 
nor “The Way Out” were anonymous 
novels. They were issued “By the author 
‘of “The Inner Shrine’.” All the interest 
roused by “The Inner Shrine” naturally 
accrued to them. Similarly “Waverley” 
was the only one of Sir Walter Scott’s 
novels which was anonymous. ‘The others 
were “by the author of Waverley.” There 
is no hoax about anonymity. 

On the other hand George Eliot and 
Frank Danby and Richard Dehan deliber- 
ately passed themselves on the public as 
men. In a sense this is winning friendship 
under false pretenses and is capable of 
rousing irritation when the pretense is ex- 
posed. William Sharp built up the per- 
sonality of Fiona MacLeod no doubt for 
artistic reasons, but he carried on corre- 
spondence with many well-known persons 
—sometimes even with friends of his own 
—still in the guise of a mysterious woman 
writer. One at least of these friends, who 
was honest enough to admit that he never 
wrote to a woman without a shade of 
difference in his manner, resented the hoax 
which had been practiced upon him. 

From the author’s standpoint this be- 
comes one of the serious problems of 
anonymity or pseudonymity. Having em- 
barked on this career the author is justi- 
fied in evading embarassing questions. He 
usually assumes that ne is justified in deny- 
ing outright his authorship of the book in 
question. He soon comes to believe that 
it is a game between the public and him- 
self. They are trying to trick him into 
damaging admissions. He is merely care- 


ful not to get into a web from which he 
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cannot extricate himself successfully. One 
woman wrote asking the author of “The 
Inner Shrine” for Dion’s recipe for iced 
coffee—clearly with the intention of learn- 
ing the sex of the author. Married authors. 
however, are well fortified, and Mrs. King 
furnished so feminine a recipe that the ruse 
failed! Answering these letters naturally 
rouses all an author’s inherent love of 
mystifying. —Tthe anonymous author of “To 
M. L. G.” once admitted to me that she 
might never acknowledge that book on 
account of the amount of amusing corre- 
spondence she had come to carry on under 
her cloak of anonymity. And the public, 
not the author, begins this correspondence! 
There is a further question concerning 
how far the publisher is justified in going 
in pushing an anonymous book. He has a 
book without the real or imagined prestige 
of an author’s name. He must have pub- 
licity in order to get sales. In this case 
publicity is a matter of rousing curiosity. 
I remember well the discussion concerning 
what member of New York society could 
have written “The Goldfish.” Robert 
Hichens’ anonymous novel “The Green 
Carnation” certainly derived interest from 
being attributed for a time to Oscar 
Wilde. Most publishers at one time or 
another have toyed with anonymity—and 
frequently at their own suggestion. When 
they discover that the anonymous novel is 
not rousing curiosity they resort to the 
dramatic announcement, and_ frequently 
discover that this too is a disappointment. 
If the book has not roused interest already 
it is seldom that the author’s name has 
sufficient publicity value to supply this 
prestige. It would be easy to name at least 
a half-dozen novels published anony- 
mously in the last ten or twelve years 
which have met this fate. Curiosity must 
have reached excitement pitch, the public 
must be genuinely eager to penetrate the 
mystery, or else the announcement of the 
author’s name will mean little. Even then 
it is an advantage if the name is a well- 
known one. Sir Walter Scott was a cele- 
brated poet and a peer. John Hay was a 
man well-known in public life. Basil King 
was the author of several novels which if 
they had not had the large success of “The 
Inner Shrine” had won critical approval. 
Many times we have seen Mr. Alden’s 
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dictum concerning the need of a theme of 
international interest vindicated. You can- 
not rouse interest in a book just because it 
is anonymous. It must be so interesting 
and of so large import that readers find 
themselves wondering who could have been 
in a position to have written such a book. 
If the stir is large enough Peter Jones or 
Mary Smith become suddenly objects of 
intense interest in themselves. If the book 
is merely local in interest, it is idle to sup- 
pose that the excitement it rouses could be 
more than local. 

The author should study his own psycho- 
logy before he attempts an anonymous 
book. Can he keep a secret? Is his reason 
for witholding his name vital? Is he 
likely to regret it? And how will he be- 
have if he does regret it? ‘These are im- 
portant questions to consider. 

Frequently an author feels a desire to 
write more frankly on religion or politics 
or sex, or to use incidents or quote 
opinions which would be embarrassing to 
his family or friends. Often he believes 
that he could write with greater ease—as 
Charles Lamb undoubtedly did when he 
signed himself Elia—if he need not sign 
his name. ‘The Middle Ages offer cases, 
such as that of the still unknown author 
of the Middle English poem, “The Pearl,” 
where the author completely hid his 
identity and kept his secret. The author 
who today decides that his book is too 
frank or too intimate for him to sign his 
name to it, very soon regrets his decision 
—as a rule. In the case of one anonymous 
book issued this spring, the husband of the 
author confided the secret to certain news- 
paper editors before the book had even 
gone out to the trade! This was unusually 
swift work. The case of “The Wind” falls 


into a more usual category. This was a 
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book published anonymously in the early 
fall, and the announcement of the author’s 
name was made soon after Christmas. 
Clearly these authors have not what Mr. 
King declares absolutely needful—a vital 
reason for anonymity. It is probable that 
they even deceive themselves concerning 
the greater freedom and ease they enjoy 
with anonymity. Without doubt, uncon- 
fessed even to themselves, they hold the 
conviction that some day they will reveal 
the great secret. The more they miss the 
pleasurable excitements of authorship, the 
sooner is the revelation likely to be made. 

Of course there is no excuse at all for 
anonymity if it is used of a book of which 
the author is ashamed, if it helps strike a 
cowardly blow or because the author has 
not the courage to say what he wishes to 
say over his own name. There are a few 
subjects, in especial certain very personal 
revelations which would be of value to the 
world if they could be given with absolute 
certainty of anonymity. In general, how- 
ever, an author is more truthful, and more 
careful in his statements, if his name must 
stand as personal guarantee for them. A 
few very shy, sensitive souls suffer, but 
the majority of men are better served by 
the sense of responsibility which acknowl- 
edged authorship gives. 

“When a man tells me he intends pub- 
lishing his book anonymously,” said Basil 
King, “I always say, ‘Ion’t—unless you 
possess a vital reason why vou cannot or do 
not want to use your name.’ ”’ 

“Besides,” he added cenfidentially, “tho 
[ do not know just how Mr. Alden worked 
out his theory of the importance of the 
thirty year period, I knew that in my case 
it worked. And the next thirty years is not 
up yet. Its only sixteen years since the 
publication of “The Inrer Shrine’!” 
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A Short-Lived Bookshop 


There Are Many to Tell the Story of a Business Success But This 1s 
the Story of a Failure Told on the Theory That 
We Learn by Others’ Mistakes 


By George Field 


AILURES are the least noticed of 
H tisines events. People are all aglow 

with interest when a great success is 
brought to light, but little attention is paid 
to the more humble ending. Yet they are 
of utmost importance to anyone who would 
gain by the experience of others. ‘The old 
maxim: “Learn by the mistakes you make,”’ 
sums up this point more simply. 

This is the story of a failure: 

For several years, buying books was my 
craze. Every penny I could spare was 
spent in the bookshop. In the morning, 
unnoticed, I would take buttered rolls from 
home for my lunches, and use the $4.00 
weekly allowance for books. 

And then, three years ago, the idea of 
running a bookshop came to my mind. It 
absorbed my every interest. I planned and 
thought of it all the time. I knew what 
the color of the shelves would be, what 
books I would carry in stock, what clien- 
tele I would cater to.... days of 
dreams—dreams of a bookshop. 

But like most dreams, I hadn’t the means 
of realizing them. My limited earnings 
made it impossible for me to save. 

Last April I decided to borrow several 
hundred dollars and start a bookshop in 
the fall. I hoped to earn enough in the be- 
ginning to cover expenses and gradually 
repay the debt. 

At the same time, the bookshop began to 
assume a definite shape in my mind. I 
spoke to a bookseller with regard to the de- 
tails of starting—incidentally it was at his 
shop that I had spent most of my allow- 
ance. More plans and ideas. 

I set about in search of a proper loca- 
tion. On the third of May I discovered 


what seemed to be the finest little basement 
store, with all the atmosphere I had looked 
September seemed 


for. I couldn’t wait. 


such a long way off. The store would 
surely be occupied by then. I was filled 
with a desire to start at once. 

Within a day I had borrowed $700, paid 
the first month’s rent, begun painting the 
store, building shelves, buying stock, order- 
ing announcement cards to be printed. For 
a week I worked hysterically until 12 P. 
M. every night. 

It was on a rainy Monday afternoon 
that the “Guild Book Shop” began to oper- 
ate. Everything was set for the friends 
who had promised to “buy up the place,” 
and those neighbors who had noticed the 
window display. At 5 o'clock a girl came 
in to join the circulating library. Instead 
of leaving a deposit on the book, she told 
me how honest she was and paid the 
twenty-five cents rental charge. Nothing 
more happened on the “opening day.” On 
‘Tuesday I sold one book. It was O’Neill’s 
‘Desire Under the Elms.” For two weeks 
this continued. As yet our friends had not 
appeared. It was indeed discouraging. 

One sunny afternoon, a Miss D 
came into the store. “So this is the new 
bookshop! It looks fine. Sort of Bohemian, 
eh? Very attractive. You ought to do 
well after a while. Everybody’s going out 
of town. Here, take these names and write 
them . . . such-and-such a letter.” She 
said all this is a loud masculine voice and 
in one breath. This was the first encour- 
aging sign. 

The next day eleven people joined the 
library. A few books were sold. Sixteen 
dollars in all was taken in. A big day, in- 
deed ! 

Then another long lull. I took on a 
job for two hours each morning. The 
salary was $15.00 a week. I opened the 
shop at 11 A.M. This arrangement helped 
to tide me over for a while. 
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Summer had come and with it the 
stifling days and dull quiet—days when 
hardly a person would step into the store. 

I had once dreamed of the time I could 
devote to reading in a bookshop. Now 
came its realization. Ten hours a day with 
nothing to do but read. Instead | merely 
paced the floor. 

At two o’clock in the afternoon it would 
become unbearable. I would .close the 
store, leaving a sign on the door, “Back in 
15 minutes.” I would walk about the 
streets or step into other bookshops and 
return two hours later. Sometimes I would 
find a person waiting at the doorsteps. 
And later I would learn that someone had 
waited twenty minutes and had gone. It 
pained me to know that. Yet, while | 
stayed in the store, no one seemed to call. 


June and July passed; then came Au- 


gust. I began to hope. September was 
only a short month away; everyone would 
be getting back to town and things would 
liven up. I spent hours writing letters to 
people on my mailing list so as to have 
them ready to send out the following 
month. I started the “Guild Library 
Club,” which met in the back of the shop. 
About eight members joined and they 
helped a great deal. 

I had been adding to the stock all the 
time, in preparation for the fall business. 
All the late’ fiction as 1t was published 
would be sent to the store. The books kept 


piling in. At the end of the month I re- 
ceived my bill. 
“Whew!” I hadn’t realized the extent 


of my purchases. The bill was fairly large, 
and I was penniless. I was afraid to bor- 
row more money; as it was, I found it 
dificult enough to meet obligations. Also 
[ was aware that I could “quit” the shop 
and earn a livelihood elsewhere. It was 
very tempting. 

For two weeks my thoughts wandered 
between the desire to continue and the 
need of giving up. It would be so easy to 
return my stock to the creditors, go to 
work, pay back my debt, and free myself. 

Early in October the “Guild Book 
Shop” was no more. . . . The story could 
be told in greater detail. But I am anxious 
to make a few deductions: 

What I have just related is not meant to 
trighten one away from the bookshop idea. 
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It is a one-sided picture, with “failure” for 
its ending. I have read and I know of in- 
numerable stories of successes. They have 
partly been my inspiration during the try- 
ing months. 

But these successful shops very likely 
did not begin to operate just in advance of 
the summer period, the deadest in the year 
for the bookshop. They did not start with 
a capital of minus $700. ‘They did not pile 
up a stock of current fiction that became 
stale in a few months, when not sold. 
Furthermore, there was no cause for put- 
ting out a sign, “Back in fifteen minutes,” 
and actually returning in two hours. 

Experience gives one a great deal more 
than the abstract, theoretical education. If 
I were to start all over again, | would 
have a better practical knowledge to aid 
me in avoiding the beginner’s mistakes. It 
is well to apprentice yourself for a short 
time before opening your own bookshop. 
Also, such courses in bookselling, as offered 
by City College, New York, ought to prove 
very helpful. 

The best month to start a bookshop is 
September. ‘The location could be based 
on: 1. Your own neighborhood where you 
have a personal following. 2. Where there 
are a number of other bookshops, marking 
off the section as a “bookshop district.” 3. 
Well-populated residential sections, where 
people can add purchasing power to their 
desire for books. 4. On thorofares; or 
better yet, right off a main street, where 
your sign could be seen by passers-by. 

Get only a small general stock to begin 
with, and increase it as you discover the 
tastes of the people who come into the 
shop. The question of stock will also de- 
pend a great deal on the capital you have 
to start with. 

It is well to study the contents of such 
pamphlets as are issued by the National 
Publishers’ Association, and to read the 
Publishers’ Weekly for its practical sug- 
gestions and descriptive lists of new books. 
If you are to sell used books, watch closely 
the wants of other bookshops thruout the 
country, listed in the last section of the 
Publishers’ Weekly. 

Of vital importance to the success of the 
shop is an up-to-date, adequate mailing 
list. Get the names of people in your 
neighborhood from the Blue Book. Names

that friends may give you are useful. List 
book-buyers as they come to your store. If 
you have a circulating library, include 
those names. If necessary buy a mailing 
list from a local theater or agency which 
specializes in this kind of work. 


* * * * * * 


I still have an ideal of a bookshop 
clearly before me. The love for that ideal 
is as much alive as ever it was. 

I can see a comfortable sized store, with 
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its rows of shelves painted in a subdued 
blue or dark brown, and the books neatly 
arranged on them; chairs for the con- 
venience of the people who come in, and 
attractive art objects on the walls to lend 
to the coziness of the shop; in the course 
of time, the establishment of a clientele that 
is intimate, friendly and interesting; a 
little time to read, to chat, to enjoy com- 
panionship—the growth of a bookshop that 
will be a real force in the life of the com- 
munity, and an interesting place to come.

The Authors’ League Copyright 
Measure 


HE Authors’ League Measure for 

the revision of the Copyright Code 

of the United States has been intro- 
duced this week in the House thru Repre- 
sentative Albert H. Vestal of Indiana, 
chairman of the Committee on Patents. 
This draft has been the result of months 
of conference and study, based upon the 
draft made for the last Congress by the 
Register of Copyright, Thorvald Solberg, 
and known as the Perkins Bill. 

There have been kept to the front as 
fundamentals (1) copyright without for- 
malities; (2) for unpublished as well as 
published material; (3) separation of 
rights; (4) single term of 50 years after 
death of author; (5) no manufacturing 
requirement for books of other countries; 
(6) entrance into the International Copy- 
right Union. 

Machinery for a reconsideration of the 
copyright situation after the failure of the 
Perkins Bill to find support in the last 
Congress was provided by the initiative of 
Congressman Sol Bloom of the House 
Patents Committee, who had been one of 
the most informed men in Congress on 
copyright problems. Mr. Bloom called to- 


gether last spring the representatives of 
those groups which were interested in 
copyright progress, and an informal organ- 
ization was set up which has since then 
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acted as a point of contact between such 
groups as needed to find bases of agree- 
ment if there was to be a successful bill. 
There were many points on which there 
were no fundamental differences of opinion 
but a desire for changed phraseology; and 
other points on which there were sharp 
differences of opinion, some of which have 
so far proved irreconcilable. 

The Authors’ League has, thruout the 
conferences, retained the initiative in 
drafting and the right to bring in a bill as 
soon as all possible progress had been made. 
For ten months Luise Sillcox, secretary of 
the League, and William Hamilton Os- 
borne, its counsel on copyright, have 
labored unceasingly, tactfully and clear- 
headedly for the perfecting of the text now 
introduced. ‘The’ League cannot go before 
Congress with absolutely unanimous sup- 
port but with astonishingly complete agree- 
ments considering the difficulties involved, 
and they deserve the highest praise for the 
spirit and diligence of their work. 

The chief disagreements now _ fore- 
shadowed are in the field of music control 
where there is an extremely complicated 
situation that cannot resolve itself into 
agreement. The makers of mechanical 
music want a continuance of their privilege 
of reproducing all music at a flat rate un- 
der enforced license; the broadcasters want 
free right to transmit copyright music; the 
cabarets and motion picture theater own- 
ers want equal freedom to use music with- 
out pay; music publishers will probably 
object to going into the International Con- 
vention at all. The motion picture pro- 
ducers are probably agreed to the bill, and 
their special attorney Arthur Weil has 
given valuable assistance in many aspects 
of the verbal polishing needed to carry an 
abstract principle into a workable law. 
The printing interests will support the 
bill in the interests of the public good and 
as it contains the section on compulsory 
manufacturing for books by American au- 
thors and a measure of restriction on im- 
portations. The American Library Asso- 
ciation indicates that it will support the 
Solberg d.aft as that measure embodies the 
principle of open importation which they 
contend for. The magazine publishers 
will probably find little to criticize in the 
measure. 
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The book publishers will support the 
measure both thru the Bureau of Copy- 
right of the National Association of Book 
Publishers, of which Major George Haven 
Putnam is chairman, and thru other groups 
which are also willing to sink their per- 
sonal interests for the good of international 
progress. The differences between the pub- 
lishers and the librarians on open impor- 
tation were heard before the general com- 
mittee of the Authors’ League who were, 
of course, keenly anxious if possible to re- 
solve this possible source of opposition. Dr. 
Raney spoke for the Library Association 
and Major Putnam for the publishers. 
The League found that they agreed with 
the soundness and justice of the publishers’ 
contention and the Library opposition will 
be carried to Washington. 


Department Store Policies 


VERY interesting forecast of the 

lines of development in department 

store publicity was outlined in an 
address before the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association by T. A. Weston, the 
publicity manager of Kaufmann’s, Pitts- 
burgh. Mr. Weston pointed out that there 
were two major things to be sold in ad- 
vertising space: the first is the store, and 
the second is the merchandise. “Everyone,” 
he says, “‘agrees on this, but not everyone 
practices it, and the country still has too 
many stores in which the men who are 
selecting the merchandise for advertising 
are seeing things only in a smaller way. 
Volume selling is good, as it enables the 
store to give constantly better service, but 
underneath this there should be a founda- 
tion of timeliness and true value. 

“There are three standards for selecting 
merchandise for advertising, and_ these 
three are service, news and prestige. 
‘Service’ has a double meaning here—use- 
fulness and long wear, and the other 
meaning is timeliness. This element of 
timeliness is particularly vital. Poor tim- 
ing will move a small quantity, but right 
timing is following the*ehannels of least 
resistance. The news element in the selec- 
tion of merchandise is important because 
it has that vital quality of timeliness.” 

This store believes that it is sound judg- 
ment to keep emphasizing that their store 
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is there every day with a complete stock 
of good merchandise selected with care and 
that such building of prestige has a real 
cash value, while a re-emphasis on special 
sales creates impressions that may soon fade 
out. 


Branch Stores 


HE announcement in another column 
of the establishment of a fourth 
branch of the Mabel Ulrich Book 
and Print Shop takes on a special signifi 
cance in connection with similar develop- 
ments that have apparently been appearing 
in the booktrade in the past few years. 
It seems to a good many observers of trade 
developments that there is likely now to 
be a natural and healthy development of 
branch stores, which may precede an 
nationwide development of chain stores. 
Branch stores in a limited area of distribu- 
tion can operate easily together. A sales 
man developed in one shop can become the 
manager of a branch. The book demands 
thru a group are likely to be so similar 
that cooperative purchase can be made 
practical, and the total business of the 
group can make it possible to have good 
management and good business methods in 
all and yet not be too onerous in details to 
appeal to a person of bookish enthusiasms. 
It seems as tho this tendency might be 
accelerated by the present shopping ten- 
dencies in our suburban towns. The 
crowded condition of traffic makes it more 
and more difficult to get to the central 
streets of large centers except for major 
purchases, and there is a tendency every- 
where toward an improvement of the qual- 
ity and character of the suburban shops 
and their prosperity is growing from year 
to year. If there is reason to fear that the 
large city shop which throws out branches 
will detract from its own sales in the high- 
priced central location, there is the off- 
setting advantage that it can add to its 
gross sales by increasing the present book 
demands of prosperous suburbs or outlying 
cities.

Ten Steps in the Stair of Progress 


E have to thank Mr. 
Huebsch for calling our 
attention to conditions in 
the Scandinavian booktrade, in the 
Publishers’ Weekly of February 13. ¥ 
“The country trade employs the 
Clearing House method so long and 
warmly advocated for the United States by 
Mr. Eisele and his co-workers. It works so 
simply and so well that none would think 
of substituting any other delivery system.” 
We were rebuked the other day because, 
so it was said, our plan was never made 
entirely clear to our members. Probably 
thru our being so close to it we took too 
much for granted. Here ’tis. 


Step 1. We establish our Clearing House 
by renting ground floor space in a cen- 
tral location in New York City. We 
build bins, etc., of the type that are used 
abroad and have been pictured in the 
Publishers’ Weekly from time to time. 


Step 2. The bookseller sends all of his or- 
ders for New York publishers to the 
Center in one envelope. Here we have 
our first saving—that of postage. (A 
separate order blank is used for each 


publisher. ) 


Step 3. We sort them, placing each pub- 
lisher’s order in his letter box.” 


Step 4. Publisher’s representative picks

Step 5. Publisher fills orders for 
each bookseller wrapping books 
carefully. 

Step 6. Publisher makes note of 
shorts—bills bookseller and sends 
notice and bill direct to him or to

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The figures speak for the plan. Add

NOT THE WAY TO ENCOURAGE 
BOOKSELLERS

Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 


In view of the very apparent purpose of 
a large number of publishers to aid the 
bookseller in their advertising and general 
exploitation during the past two years, the 
writer is greatly impressed by the adver- 
tisements recently appearing in the New 
York Sunday Times over the imprint of 
E. J. Clode. The first of these ads made 
no mention whatever of the bookseller, and 
the second stated as an afterthought or 
alibi, that the books might be examined at 
the bookstore, tho, if the latter didn’t have 
them (and the inference was that he 
didn’t) then the customer would find an 
order coupon attached (addressed to 
Clode) for his convenience, and in charac- 
teristic mail-order parlance the publisher 
emphasized the fact that the books could 
be had on approval, with money refunded, 
etc., etc. 
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As the bookseller (and the species is 
fast becoming extinct) views with alarm 
any further deflection of what he believes 
is his legitimate trade into other channels— 
sometimes a bit remote from- the book- 
store—I rather expected that there would 
be a storm of protest against these particu- 
lar ads of the house of Clode. Aside, how- 
ever, from one other bookseller who felt 
as we did in the matter, and told the pub- 
lisher so in no uncertain terms, there ap- 
pear to have been no further complaints— 
in fact, Mr. Clode has written us that many 
stores were so impressed with the ads that 
they “put in extra stock” against the ex- 
pected increased demand. We are curious 
to know whether the result in actual sales 
warranted their preparation. 

Having very close at heart the future of 
the book business, the writer is anxious to 
learn from others in the trade their views 
on the subject. Our feeling is that the sal- 
vation of our calling lies in the expending 
of every effort to make book-browsing and 
book-buying in the stores established for 
that purpose a habit with all intelligent 
people. People naturally follow the line 
of least resistance, and if it is made so ob- 
viously easy to secure books by mail, with- 
out any obligation, why should they take 
the time to visit the store. Remember 
please, that the Bookstore, unlike the large 
Department Store, and the Drug Store, 
has precious few necessities for which peo- 
ple must come. It has to rely entirely upon 
the completeness of its book stock, or the 
individuality of his store to attract trade. 
Book reading in America unfortunately is 
not a national. habit.

Edith 
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A Copyright Bill 


Prepared by The Authors’ League of America and to be entered in 
Congress, March, 1926, by Hon. AtBert H. VEsSTAL 
of Indiana, Chairman of the Committee on 
Patents of the House of Representatives 


To amend and consolidate the Acts respecting copyright and to permit the 
United States to enter the International Copyright Union. 


NATURE AND SCOPE OF COPYRIGHT 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That copyright is secured and granted 
by this Act to authors throughout the United States and its dependencies, 
without compliance with any conditions or formalities whatever, from and 
after the creation of their work and for the term hereinafter provided, in 
all their writings, published or unpublished, in any medium or form or by 
any method through which the thought of the author may be expressed, 
and such copyright includes the exclusive right: 

To copy, print, reprint, publish, produce, reproduce, perform, render, 
exhibit, or transmit the copyright work in any form, by any means, and/ 
or transform the same in its various forms, into any other form and to vend 
or otherwise dispose of such work and shall further include the exclusive 
rights 

(a) To translate said work into other languages or dialects, or to make 
any other version thereof; 

(b) To make, copy, and vend any phonographic record, or any per- 
forated roll or contrivance by means of which, in whole or in part, said 
work may be mechanically reproduced ; 


(c) To dramatize or make a motion picture of said work if it be a 
non-dramatic work; or to convert said work into a non-dramatic or drama- 
tic work expressed in words or physical action, if it be a dramatic work in 
the form of a motion picture; or into a novel or motion picture if it he 
drama expressed in words or physical action; 


(d) To arrange or adapt said work if it be a musical work; 

(e) To complete, execute, and finish said work ; 

(f) To deliver or authorize the delivery of said work in public if it be 
a lecture, sermon, or address prepared for oral delivery ; 

(g) To communicate said work to the public by radio broadcasting, 
telephoning, telegraphing, or by any other methods or means for trans- 
mitting sounds, words, images or pictures; subject, however, to the provisions of 
Sec. 9 of this Act; 

(h) To perform, represent or exhibit said work publicly in whole or 
in part, if it be a dramatic or dramatico-musical work, in any manner or 
by any method whatsoever and if such work is unpublished, to vend any 
manuscript or record thereof or otherwise dispose of the same; to make 
or procure the making of any transcription roll or record thereof in whole 
or in part or any other contrivance by or from which it may in any manner 
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or by any method or means be communicated, exhibited, performed, repre- 
sented, produced, or reproduced; and to communicate, exhibit, perform, 
represent, produce, or reproduce it in any manner or by means or method 
whatsoever ; subject, however, to the provisions of Sec. 9 of this Act; 

(i) To perform said work publicly, if it be a musical composition; 
and to make any arrangement or setting of it or of the melody of it in any 
system of notation or any form of record in which the thought of an author 
may be recorded and from which it may be read or reproduced; subject 
however to the provisions of Sec. g of this Act. 


Sec. 2. Such copyright shall extend to all published and unpublished work oi 
citizens of the United States; and shall also extend to the work of alien 


authors in the event that: 


(a) Such work is first, or simultaneously published in the United 
States and/ or a foreign country adhering to the International Copyright 
Union; or 

(b) Such work, if unpublished, is created by a citizen or subject of a 
foreign country adhering to the International Copyright Union ; 

(c) Such author is a citizen or subject. of a foreign country not ad- 
hering to the International Copyright Union, which by treaty or inter- 
national agreement, grants to citizens of the United States, copyright on 
the same basis as to its own citizens. 

The existence or cessation of the reciprocal conditions aforesaid shall 
be determined by the President of the United States, by proclamation made 
from time to time, as the purposes of this Act may require. 

For the purposes of this Act a work shall be deemed to be published simul- 
taneously in two countries if the time between the publication in good faith in one 
such country and the publication in good faith in the other country does not exceed 
fourteen days. 


SEc. 3. Where any work, except a dramatico-musical or musical. work, is 
created by an employee within the scope of his employment, his employer 
shall, as author, be the owner of the copyright in such work, in the absence 
of agreement to the contrary; but this provision shall not apply to works 
created on special commission where there is no relation of employer and 
emplovee. 

Where any dramatico-musical or musical work is created by an employee 
within the scope of his employment under general employment upon regular 
salary, the employer shall be the first owner of the copyright in such work, 
in the absence of agreement to the contrary; but this provision shall not 
apply to works created on special commission where there is no stch 
relation of employer and employee. 


SEC. 4. Copyright secured by this Act shall extend to any work subject thereto 
to the extent to which it is original, notwithstanding it is based in part upon, 
or incorporates in whole or in part some previously existing work; 
provided, however, that the enjoyment and exercise of such copyright shall 
be subject and without prejudice to the rights of the owner of the copy- 
right, if any, in the previously existing work, and/ or of anyone deriving or 
who has derived any right or rights from said owner. This section shall 
not apply to works referred to in Section 5 of this Act. 
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Sec. 5. Any compilation, abridgement, adaptation, arrangement or drama- 
tization of a dramatico-musical or musical work, if the same be a_ work 
in the public domain, or of a copyright dramatico-musical or musical 
work when produced with the consent of the proprietor of the copyright in 
such work, shall be regarded as a new work subject to copyright under the 
provisions of this Act; but the publication of any such new work shall not 
affect the force or validity of any subsisting copyright upon the matter 
employed or any part thereof, or be construed to imply an exclusive right 
to such use of the original works, or to secure or extend copyright in such 
original works. 


Sec. 6. The copyright is distinct from the property in any material reproduc- 
tion of the work, and the sale or conveyance, by gift or otherwise, of the 
material reproduction shall not of itself constitute a transfer of the copy- 
right, nor shall the assignment or license of the copyright constitute a 
transfer of the title to the material reproduction unless expressly stipulated ; 
except in the case of photographic portraits made for hire or on commission, in 
which case, in the absence of written agreement to the contrary, the copyright 
shall vest in the person whose portrait is reproduced or his legal representatives. 
Nothing in this Act shall be deemed to forbid, prevent, or restrict the transfer of 
any copy of a copyright work the possession of which has been lawfully obtained. 


Sec. 7. If the United States Government reprints and distributes any copy- 
right work or part thereof with the consent of the owner, such use shall not in 
way way authorize the use elsewhere of such copyright material or prejudice or 
limit the rights of the copyright owner. Subject always to the foregoing, no 
copyright shall subsist in any report or other publication of the United States 
Government. 


Sec. 8. The copyright of a work of architecture shall cover only its artistic 
character and its design and shall not extend to processes or methods of 
construction, nor shall it prevent the making, exhibiting or publishing of 
photographs, motion pictures, paintings, or other illustrations thereof, which 
are not in the nature of architectural drawings or plans, and the owner of 
the copyright shall not be entitled to obtain an injunction restraining the 
construction, substantially begun, or use, of an infringing building, or an 
order for its demolition or seizure. 


MECHANICAL MUSICAL REPRODUCTION 


SEC. 9. Subdivisions (g), (h) and (i) of Section 1 of this Act, so far as 
they secure copyright controlling the parts of instruments serving to reproduce 
mechanically the musical work, shall not include compositions published and copy- 
righted prior to the 1st day of July, 1909, and shall not include the works of a 
foreign author or composer copyrighted before this Act goes into effect, unless 
the foreign state or nation of which such author or composer is a citizen or sub- 
ject, grants, either by treaty or convention, agreement or law, to citizens of the 
United States substantially similar rights. 

Whenever the owner of a musical copyright secured subsequent to the Ist 
day of July, 1909, and before this Act goes into effect, has used, or permitted or 
knowingly acquiesced in the use of, the copyrighted work upon the parts of in- 
struments serving to reproduce mechanically the musical work, any person may 
make similar use of the copyrighted work upon compliance with the provisions 
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hereinafter prescribed, and upon the payment to the copyright proprietor of a 
royalty of two cents on each such part manufactured to be paid by the manufac- 
turer thereof. The manufacturer shall furnish a report under oath on the twentieth 
day of each month on the number of parts of instruments manufactured during 
the previous month serving to reproduce mchanically said musical work, and 
royalties shall be due and paid on the parts manufactured during any month, upon 
the twentieth of the next succeeding month. The payment of such royalty shall 
free the articles or devices for which such royalties have been paid from further 
contribution to the copyright owner, except in case of public performance. 


It shall be the duty of the copyright owner of a musical composition pub- 
lished and copyrighted subsequent to the Ist day of July, 1909, and before this 
Act goes into effect, if he uses the musical composition himself for the manufac- 
ture of parts of instruments serving to reproduce mechanically the musical work, 
or licenses others to do so, to file notice thereof, accompanied by a recording 
fee, in the Copyright Office, and any failure to file such notice shall be complete 
defense to any suit, action or proceeding for any infringement of such copyright 
by means of parts of instruments serving to reproduce mechanically the musical 
work. 

Whenever any person, in the absence of a license agreement, intends to use 
a musical work published and copyrighted subsequent to the 1st day of July, 
1909, and before this Act goes into effect, upon the parts of instruments serving 
to reproduce mechanically the musical work, relying upon the compulsory license 
provision of this Act, he shall, before manufacture has commenced, serve notice 
of such intention by registered mail upon the copyright proprietor, at his last 
address disclosed by the records of the Copyright Office and send the Copyright 
Office a duplicate of such notice. 


The manufacture of parts of instruments serving to reproduce mechanically 
any musical composition published and copyrighted subsequent to the 1st day of 
July, 1909, and before this Act goes into effect, in violation of the compulsory 
license provisions of this Act, or any failure to comply therewith, shall be deemed 
to be an infringement of the copyright of such work, for which the infringer shall 
be liable, as provided in this Act, as in the case of an infringement of such musi- 
cal work by means of printing, reprinting, publishing, copying or vending the 
copyrighted work in sheet music form, and all the rights and remedies of this 
Act, applicable to an infringement of a musical work by a sheet-music reproduc- 
tion thereof shall apply to and govern such infringement. 


Provided, however, That nothing in this Act shall be construed to prohibit 
the performance of copyright musical works by churches or public schools, pro- 
vided the performance is given for charitable or educational or religious purposes, 
unless a fee is charged for admission to the place where the music is so used. 


ASSIGNMENT OF COPYRIGHT 


Sec. 10. The author, or other owner of any copyright under this Act or of 
any copyright heretofore secured under any previous Act of the United States, 
may, by written instrument signed by him or his duly authorized agent, executed 
after this Act goes into effect, assign, mortgage, license or otherwise dispose of, 
the entire copyright or any right or rights comprised therein, either wholly or 
separately, either generally or subject to limitations, for the entire term of such 
copyright or for a limited time, or for a specified territory or territories, and may 
bequeath the same by will. Any person or persons deriving any right, title or 
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interest from any author or other owner as aforesaid, may each, separately, for 
himself, in his own name as party to a suit, action or proceeding, protect and 
enforce such rights as he may hold, and to the extent of his right, title and interest 
is entitled to the remedies provided by this Act. 


All rights comprised in a copyright are several, distinct and severable. Where, 
under any assignment of less than the entire copyright or under an exclusive 
license, the assignee or licensee becomes entitled to any right comprised in copy- 
right or to the exercise thereof, the assignee or licensee to the extent of the rights 
so assigned or conferred shall be treated for all purposes, including the right to 
sue, as the owner of the several and distinct rights and parts of the copyright so 
assigned, or conferred; and the assignor or licensor to the extent of the rights 
not so assigned or conferred shall be treated for all purposes as the owner of the 
several and distinct rights and parts of the copyright not so assigned or conferred. 


Sec. 11. In case of any copyright secured before this Act goes into effect, 
by a person other than the author of the work, under a written contract executed 
before this Act goes into effect, by which some of the rights embraced in the copy- 
right were reserved to the author of such work, such author or his assignee, or 
licensee, or the holder of such reserved rights, (if not theretofore disposed of by 
the copyrighted proprietor of record before this Act takes effect), shall have the 
right (to the extent of his right, title or interest) in his own name to protect and 
enforce such rights, or license therein, and shall be entitled to the remedies pro- 
vided by this Act. In case one or more of the several rights under a copyright 
secured before the Act goes into effect shall have been assigned, granted or 
otherwise disposed of by the author or other owner of such copyright before this 
Act goes into effect, under a written agreement executed before this Act goes into 
effect, then the assignee or licensee mentioned in such agreement shall have the 
right (to the extent of his right, title or interest) in his own name, to protect and 
enforce such right or license, and shall be entitled to the remedies provided by this 
Act. This section shall apply only in cases where any such written instrument 
shall have been recorded in the office of the Register of Copyrights before the 
expiration of six months after this Act goes into effect. This section shall not, 
however, affect the rights and liabilities of any of the parties to any such instru- 
ment as between themselves. 


Sec. 12. Assignments, grants, licenses and mortgages of copyright or of any 
separate right therein, or any other instrument relating to or affecting a copyright 
or right therein, may be recorded in the Copyright Office at any time after execu- 
tion. A failure so to record shall not affect the validity of any such instrument, 
Provided, that no unrecorded assignment, grant, license, mortgage or other in- 
strument shall be valid or of any effect against any previously recorded assign- 
ment, grant, license, mortgage or instrument to a purchaser, licensee or other 
transferee for value without notice, whether such unrecorded instrument be prior 
in date of execution or not, and whether subsequently recorded or not. Such 
proviso, however, shall not apply to unrecorded instruments by which magazine 
and/or newspaper publication rights are assigned or conveyed: but if, in addition 
thereto, such instruments also assign or convey other rights, and/or refer or 
pertain in any way to any other rights, then such instruments to the extent of the 
provisions or agreements contained therein relating to such other rights, shall 
be subject to such proviso. Instruments executed in a foreign country shall 
further be subject to the provisions of Section 13 of this Act. 
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TERM OF COPYRIGHT PROTECTION 


Sec. 13. In order to be recorded in the Copyright Office, instruments re- 
ferred to in Section 12 executed in a foreign country, shall be acknowledged or 
subscribed and sworn to by the assignor or licensor before a secretary in the 
Diplomatic Service or consular office of the United States authorized by law to 
administer oaths or perform notarial acts, or before any notary public, judge or 
magistrate of any foreign country authorized to adminster oaths or perform 
notarial acts in such country and whose authority shall be proved by certificate 
of diplomatic or consular officers of the United States. Such certificate shall be 
prima facie evidence of the execution of the instrument. Failure to comply 
with this section shall not, however, affect the rights and liabilities of any of the 
parties to any such instrument as between themselves. 


Sec. 14. The term for which copyright is secured by this Act shall be for 
the life of the author, if living, and for a period of fifty years after his death, 
except that where the author is not an individual, the term shall be fifty years 
from the date of completion of the creation of the work; and except that in the 
case of a work by joint authors the copyright shall terminate at the expiration 
of fifty years from the date of the death of the last surviving joint author; Pro- 
vided, further, that where the work is based in whole or in part upon a work in 
which a longer copyright term may endure, then the copyright in said former work 
shall endure for a term equal to that of the latter work, or for the term of fifty 
years aforesaid, whichever term is longer. 


Sec. 15. In the case of any posthumous work, such period shall be fifty 
years from the date of the death of the author. 


Sec. 16. The copyright subsisting in any work when this Act goes into 
effect shall be continued at the end of the subsisting term until the expiration 
of fifty years beyond the author’s death, and such continuation of the copyright 
shall vest in the following order, in the author if liviing; if the author be not 
living, then in the widow, widower, or children, of the author; or if such author, 
widow, widower or children be not living, then, if the author left a will, the 
copyright shall vest in the author’s executors or testamentary trustees as the 
case may be under said author’s will or in a duly appointed administrator with 
the will annexed if there by no such executors or trustees, and in the absence of 
a will, in his administrator ; 


Provided, that where the author has parted with any or all of his rights for 
the subsisting term under the Act heretofore enforced, and has agreed to part 
therewith for the renewal term under said Act, on a royalty basis, the owner 
of such right or rights shall be entitled thereto throughout the full term pro- 
vided by this Act, upon condition that he pay royalties at the agreed rate and in 
the agreed manner to the author, if living, or if dead, to his representatives in 
the order as above specified, during the full term provided by this Act; this 
proviso shall not apply unless the said owner shall have substantially fulfilled his 
contract with said author. 


Provided, that where there has been an outright purchase of any right or 
rights (for a lump sum paid and not on royalty) for said subsisting term and the 
author has agreed to part therewith for said renewal term, the author and/or the 
owner shall be entitled to the benefit of the remainder of the term provided by 
this Act (after the expiration of the subsisting 28-year term of the copyright), 
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upon performance of such conditions as may be determined by agreement, or in 
the absence of an agreement entered into at least six months before the expiration 
of the subsisting term, by the Court ,as justice may require. 


Provided, that in the case of a posthumous work, or of a periodical, cyclo- 
paedic or other composite work, or any work the subsisting copyright of which 
was first secured by an employer for whom such work was made for hire, or by 
a corporate body (otherwise than as assignee or licensee of the individual author ) 
the copyright shall terminate fifty-six years from the date of first publication. 


INFRINGEMENT OF COPYRIGHT AND REMEDIES 


Sec. 17. If any person shall infringe the copyright in any work protected 
under the copyright laws of the United States such person shall be liable: 

(a) To an injunction restraining such infringement ; 

(b) To pay such damages to the owner of the right infringed as he may 
have suffered due to the infringement, as well as all the profits which the infringer 
shall have made from such infringement; and in proving profits the plaintiff shall 
be required to prove only sales, rentals, license fees and/or any other revenue 
derived from any disposition of an infringing work, and the defendant shall be 
required to prove every element of cost which he claims ; 

(c) To pay, at the option of the owner of the right infringed, in lieu of 
actual damages and profits, such statutory damages as to the court shall appear 
to be just, and in assessing such damages the court may, in its discretion, allow 
the amounts hereinafter stated ; but such statutory damages shall in no case exceed 
the sum of $5000, nor be less than $250, and shall not be regarded as a penalty, 
but this limitation as to the amount of recovery shall not apply to infringements 
occurring after actual notice to the infringer either by service of process in a 
suit, action or proceeding against him, or other written notice served upon him 
personally or mailed to him by registered mail to his principle place of business 
or his last known place of residence. 

First. In the case of a painting, statue, or sculpture, $10 for every infringing 
copy made or sold by or found in the possession of the infringer or his agents or 
employees ; 

Second. In the case of any work enumerated in section 38 of this Act, except 
a motion picture, painting, statue, or sculpture, $1 for every infringing copy made 
or sold or found in the possession of the infringer or his agents or employees ; 

Third. In the case of a lecture, sermon, or address, $50 for every infringing 
delivery ; 

Fourth. In the case of a choreographic work or pantomime, or a dramatic or 
dramatico-musical, or a choral or orchestral composition, or a motion picture, $100 
for the first and $50 for every subsequent infringing performance or exhibition ; 

Fifth. In the case of other musical compositions, $10 for every infringing 
performance ; 


__ Provided, however, that this sub-section (c) shall be expressly subject to the 
following exceptions : 
1. In case of an unauthorized newspaper reproduction of a copyrighted 


photograph such statutory damages assessed, in lieu of actual damages and profits, 
shall not exceed the sum of $200 nor be less than the sum of $50; 
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2. In case of the infringement of an undramatized or nondramatic work 
by means of motion pictures, where the infringer shall show that he was not 
aware that he was infringing and that such infringement could not have been 
reasonably foreseen, such statutory damages shall not exceed the sum of $100; 
but this subdivision shall not apply to infringements covered by subsection (d) 
hereof ; 


3. In case of the infringement of a copyright dramatic work by a maker 
of motion pictures and his agencies for distribution thereof to exhibitors, where 
such infringer shows that he was not aware that he was infringing a copy- 
right work and that such infringement could not reasonably have been foreseen, 
the entire sum of such statutory damages recoverable by the owner of the rights 
infringed from such infringing maker and his agencies for the distribution to 
exhibitors of such infringing motion picture shall not exceed the sum of $5,000 
nor be less than $250, but this subdivision shall not apply to infringements covered 
by subsection (d) hereof. 


(d) For the purpose of avoiding imposition and so-called literary black- 
mail, in any action for infringement of copyright in any dramatic work (including 
continuities, motion pictures and motion-picture photoplays), if defendant prove 
that he was not aware that he was infringing or has been subjected to fraud or sub- 
stantial imposition by any third person or persons other than one of said defend- 
ant’s employees and in either case that such defendant has acted in good faith, 
the plaintiff shall not be entitled to any remedy against such defendant other than 
an injunction in respect to future infringement, provided, however, that this 
section shall not apply, in the event of registration of copyright or of an instrument 
relating to or affecting the same or any right therein, prior to such defendant’s 
entering into or upon the undertaking which results in such infringement, or if 
the work alleged to have been infringed be a published work, if notice of copyright 
shall be affixed (on the reverse of the title page, or at the foot of the first page 
of the text), to each copy published by the copyright owner or under his authority ; 
or if the alleged to have been infringed be a dramatic work, if such work has had 
a first class public production in the United States of America. 


(e) In case of the infringement of any creation of an author (except a 
dramatico-musical or musical composition) by any person or corporation engaged 
solely in printing, binding, or manufacturing the same in printed form, where such 
infringer shall show that he was not aware that he was infringing and that such 
infringement could not have been reasonably foreseen, the person aggrieved shall 
be entitled only to an injunction against future: printing, binding, and manufac- 
turing the same in printed form, and to the delivery up of all such printed, bound, 
and manufactured material, and shall not be entitled to any profit made by such 
infringer from his contract or employment to print, bind or manufacture 
in printed form, nor to damages, actual or statutory against such infringer ; pro- 
vided that in case such printer is also the publisher, distributor, or seller of such 
creation, or in partnership or regularly engaged in business with such publisher, 
distributor or seller, or is in anywise directly or indirectly interested in the publica- 
tion, distribution, sale or exploitation of such creation (other than as derived 
solely from his contract or employment merely to print, bind, or manufacture the 
same in printed form) or in any profits to be derived from such publication, dis- 
tribution, sale or exploitation, then this sub-section (e) shall not apply. 
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Sec. 18. The infringer shall further be liable: 


(a) To deliver up on oath, to be impounded during the pendency of the 
action, upon such terms and conditions as the court may prescribe, all articles 
alleged to infringe a copyright or any right comprised therein ; 

(b) To deliver up on oath for destruction, as the court may order, all the 
infringing copies or devices, as well as all plates, molds, matrices, or other means 
for making such infringing copies. 


Sec. 19. All actions, suits, or proceedings arising under the copyright laws 
of the United States shall be originally cognizable by the district courts of the 
United States, the district court of any Territory, the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the district courts of Alaska, Hawaii, Panama Canal Zone, and 
Porto Rico, and the courts of first instance of the Philippine Islands, and any 
court given jurisdiction under this section may proceed in any action, suit, or pro- 
ceeding instituted for violation of any provision of said laws to enter a judgment 
or decree enforcing the remedies provided by this Act. 


Sec. 20. Any such court or judge thereof shall have power, upon bill in 
equity filed by any party aggrieved, including (but not by way of limitation) any 
person referred to in Sections 10 and 11 of this Act, whether such person’s rights 
were acquired heretofore or hereafter, to grant injunctions to prevent and restrain 
the violation of any right secured by this Act, according to the course and 
principles of courts of equity, on such terms as said court or judge may deem 
reasonable. Any such injunction may be served upon the parties against whom 
it may be granted anywhere in the United States and its dependencies, and shall 
be operative throughout the United States and its dependencies and be enforce- 
able by proceedings in contempt or otherwise by any court or judge possessing 
jurisdiction of the defendants. 


SEc. 21. The clerk of the court, or judge granting the injunction, shall, when 
required so to do by the court hearing the application to enforce said injunction, 
transmit without delay to said court a certified copy of all the papers in said 
cause that are on file in his office. 


SEC. 22. The proceedings for an injunction, damages, and profits, and those 
for the seizure of infringing copies, plates, molds, matrices and so forth, afore- 
mentioned, may be united in one action. 


SEC. 23. In all actions, suits, or proceedings under this Act, except when 
brought by or against the United States, or any officer thereof, full costs shall be 
allowed, and the court may award to the prevailing party a reasonable attorney’s 
fee as part of the costs. 


SEc. 24. In any action for infringement, where the plaintiff seeks an account- 
ing of profits, or statutory damages, where any party shows that some third 
person or persons may claim to be entitled to said profits or statutory damages or 
some part thereof, by reason of alleged infringement of the same copyright or 
some right thereunder, the Court on application of such party or on its own 
motion or on petition of such third person or persons, may order such person 
or persons brought in as a party or parties to the action on such terms as the 
Court may deem just, and may make such provision with reference to such profits 
or statutory damages by way of division or otherwise as justice may require. The 
Court may require that notice of pendency of the action be given in such manner 
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as the Court shall direct to any and all persons of record in the Copyright Office 
who may claim to be assignees or licensees or the owners or holders of any rights 
in or under the copyright in connection with which action may be brought, if the 
instruments under which such persons claim are registered, or if a claim to the 
copyright be registered. The failure of any party directed to be brought in, to 
appear in the action or suit, or to participate therein, shall not delay the judgment 
to which the plaintiff is entitled nor debar the plaintiff from prosecuting his suit 
to a final determination or to recover profits or damages to which he may be 
entitled. Provided, that nothing herein contained shall in any way prejudice or 
delay the rights, if any, of the plaintiff to injunctive relief or any other remedy 
given under this Act, other than for profits or statutory damages as aforesaid. 


SEC. 25. Civil actions, suits, or proceedings arising under this Act may be 
instituted in the district of which the defendant or his agent is an inhabitant, or 
in which he may be found. 


SEC. 26. The orders, judgments, or decrees of any court mentioned in section 
19 of this Act arising under the copyright laws of the United States may be re- 
viewed on appeal or writ of error in the manner and to the extent now provided 
by law for the review of cases determined in said courts respectively. 


SEc. 27. Any person who willfully and for profit shall infringe the copyright 
in any work protected under the copyright laws of the United States, or who shall 
knowingly and willfully aid or abet such infringement, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by imprisonment for 
not exceeding one year or by fine of not less than $100 nor more than $1,000, 
or both, in the discretion of the court: Provided, That no criminal proceeding shall 
be maintained under the provisions of this Act unless the same is commenced 
within three years after the misdemeanor was committed and no civil proceeding 
unless the same is commenced within six years after the cause of action arose. 


SEc. 28. The Supreme Court of the United States shall prescribe such rules 
and regulations as may be necessary for practice and procedure in any action, 
suit, or proceeding instituted for infringement under the provisions of this Act. 


MANUFACTURE AND IMPORTATION 


Sec. 29. Of the printed books and periodicals specified in Section 38, sub- 
sections (a) and (b) of this Act, the text of all copies shall be printed 
from type set within the limits of the United States or its dependencies, 
either by hand or by the aid of any kind of typesetting machine, or from 
plates made within the limits of the United States or its dependencies from 
type set therein; or, if the text be produced by lithographic, mimeographic, 
photogravure or photo-engraving or any kindred process or any process 
of manufacture hereafter devised, then by a process wholly performed within 
the limits of the United States or its dependencies, and the printing or 
other reproduction of the text, and the binding of said book or periodical 
shall be performed within the limits of the United States or its depend- 
encies. Said requirements shall extend also to the illustrations within a 
book or periodical consisting of printed text and illustrations produced 
by the printing press by means of lithographic, photogravure or photo- 
engraving or any kindred process or any process of manufacture hereafter 
devised, and also to reproductions by the printing press of separate litho- 
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graphs, photogravures, photo-engraving, or reproductions by the printing 
press by any kindred process or any process of manufacture hereafter de- 
vised, except, where in any case, the subjects represented are located in a 
foreign country or illustrate any scientific or technical work or reproduce 
a work of art. Said requirements shall not apply to works in raised char- 
acters for the use of the blind or to works by foreign authors. 


Sec. 30. That in the case of a book, lithograph, photogravure, photo-engrav- 
ing, or reproduction by any kindred process or any process of manufacture 
hereafter devised, manufacture of which is required in the United States or 
its dependencies under the preceding section, an affidavit under the official 
seal of any officer authorized to administer oaths within the United States 
or its dependencies, duly made by the person claiming copyright, or by his 
duly authorized agent or representative residing in the United States or its 
dependencies, or by the printer who had printed the book, lithograph, photo- 
gravure, photo-engraving, or reproduction, shall be filed in the Copyright 
Office within thirty days after such publication, setting forth the manner 
in which compliance has been had with the requirements of the preceding 
section. Such affidavit shall state also the place where, and the establish- 
ment or establishments in which, such type was set or plates were made 
of lithograph, photogravure, photo-engraving, or reproductions by any kin- 
dred process or any process of manufacture hereafter devised, or printing 
and binding, were performed, and the date of completion of printing of the 
work or the date of publication, and no action shall be maintained for in- 
iringement of the right to publish, print or vend the said work in any form 
produced by any of the printing press processes mentioned in the preceding 
section, at any time or times when compliance with such preceding section is 
requisite, or because of any act or thing done or undertaken during said time or 
times, unless said affidavit shall be filed within said time or the Court shall find 
that the failure to file said affidavit was due to excusable neglect. The provi- 
sions of this Section shall not apply to periodicals, issued regularly at least 
tour times a year or more frequently. 


Sec. 31. During the existence of the copyright in any work the author of 
which is an American citizen, and to which protection is accorded under 
this Act, and in any work by a foreign author when such work has been 
published and manufactured within the limits of the United States or its 
dependencies, under an assignment covering stated rights for the United 
States, registered in the Copyright Office; then, during the period in which 
any edition of American manufacture is' published and copies of such Amer- 
ican edition sufficient to supply customers are in the possession of the pub- 
lisher, the importation into the United States of any copies thereof printed 
or produced by any of the processes mentioned in Sections 29 and 30 of 
this Act, or of plates or mediums of any kind for making copies thereof (al- 
though authorized by the author or proprietor of any foreign copyright) 
except used copies, shall be, and is, hereby prohibited, after a registration 
of a claim to copyright or rights under Section 37 of this Act and deposit 
of two copies of the American edition: 

Provided, however, that such prohibition shall not apply: 


(a) to any work published in the country of origin with the author- 
ization of the copyright proprietor, when imported, not more than one copy 
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at a time, for use and not for sale or hire for profit, in good faith, by or for 
any person, library or branch thereof, school, college, society or institution 
incorporated for educational, literary, philosophical, scientific, or religious 
purposes, or for the encouragement of the fine arts; provided the pro- 
prietor of the United States copyright of such work has, within ten days 
after written demand, declined, or neglected to agree, to supply the copy 
demanded at a price equivalent to the foreign price thereof and transporta- 
tion charges, plus customs duties when subject thereto, or provided that, 
at the date of the order of such copy for importation, no registration and 
deposit of copies of the American edition have been made as aforesaid ; 


(b) to any work published in the country of origin with the authorization 
of the copyright proprietor when imported by the proprietor of the United 
States copyright for the purpose of filling demands for copies thereof made 
pursuant to the preceding subdivision (a); 


(c) to works which form parts of libraries or collections purchased en 
bloc for the use of societies, institutions or libraries designated in the fore- 
going paragraph (a), or form parts of the libraries or personal baggage belong- 
ing to persons or families arriving from foreign countries and are not in- 
tended for sale; 


(d) to a foreign newspaper or magazine, although containing matter 
copyrighted in the United States printed or reprinted by authority of the 
copyright proprietor, unless such newspaper or magazine contains also 
copyright matter printed or reprinted without such authorization; 


(e) to motion-pictures and motion-picture photoplays ; 

(£) to the authorized edition of a book in a foreign language or lan- 
guages ; 

(g) to works in raised characters for the use of the blind; 

(h) to works imported by the authority or for the use of the United 
States. 


Provided, further, that copies imported as above may not lawfully be used 
in any way to violate the rights of the proprietor of the American copy- 
right or annul or limit the copyright protection secured by this Act, and 
such unlawful use shall be deemed an infringement of copyright. 


SEc. 32. The importation of any copies or substantial reproductions in whole 
or in part, of any work in which copyright exists, into the United States 
which if made, published, distributed, exhibited or performed in the United 
States would infringe such copyright is hereby prohibited. 


Sec. 33. Any and all copies of works prohibited importation by this Act 
which are brought into the United States from any foreign country (ex- 
cept in the mails) shall be seized and forfeited by like proceedings as those 
provided by law for the seizure and condemnation of property imported 
into the United States in violation of the customs revenue laws. Such 
articles when forfeited shall be destroyed in such manner as the Secretary 
of the Treasury or the court, as the case may be, shall direct: Provided, however, 
That all copies of authorized editions of copyright works imported ‘in the 
mails or otherwise in violation of the provisions of this Act may be re- 
exported and returned to the country of export whenever it is shown to 
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the satisfaction of the Secretary of the Treasury, in a written application 
that such importation does not involve willful negligence or fraud. 


Sec. 34. The Secretary of the Treasury and the Postmaster General are 
hereby empowered and required to make and enforce such joint rules and regula- 
tions .as shall prevent the importation into the United States in the mails of articles 
prohibited importation by this Act, and may require notice to be given to the 
Treasury Department or Post Office Department, as the case may be, by copyright 
owners or injured parties, of the actual or contemplated importation of articles 
prohibited importation by this Act which infringe the rights of such copyright 
owners or injured parties. 


COPYRIGHT NOTICE, AND REGISTRATION OF CLAIMS TO COPYRIGHT, 
DEPOSIT OF COPIES 


Sec.35. No notice of copyright shall be required on any work subject to 
copyright under this or previous Acts and the omission of such notice from any 
work shall not be taken as evidence that no copyright is claimed therein; but if 
desired a notice of copyright or of any right included in the copyright in any work 
may be placed on copies of the work by the owner of the copyright or an assignee 
or licensee; but any person who, with fraudulent intent, shall insert or impress 
any notice of copyright or words of the same purport in or upon any article in 
which copyright for the United States does not subsist shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine of not less than $100 nor more than $1,000, and 
any person who shall knowingly issue or sell any article bearing such notice or 
words of the same purport when copyright in such article does not subsist in the 
United States shall be liable to a fine of $100. 


SEc. 36. In the event that prior to the passage of this Act notices of copy- 
right were placed upon any works which were defective in form or did not contain 
the name of the person or persons actually entitled to copyright or contained an 
incorrect name or date or in which the date was lacking or in the event that the 
registration of any copyright works prior to the passage of this Act were in any 
way defective, such notices and/or registrations are hereby legalized, confirmed, 
made valid and effectual as fully as if none of the various errors, omissions, 
matters and conditions hereinabove enumerated had occurred or existed. Pro- 
vided, however, that where any person prior to the passage of this Act has taken 
any action whereby he has incurred any expenditure or liability which but for 
the enactment of this Section would be lawful, nothing contained in this Section 
shall diminish or prejudice any such action or the continuance of any enterprise 
lawfully undertaken pursuant to the foregoing prior to the passage of this Act 
and Provided further: that if this Section be held invalid for any reason that such 
holding shall not affect any other provisions of this Act. 


SEc. 37. The author or owner of the copyright in any work or any right, title 
or interest therein, may, if he so desires, obtain registration of a claim to copyright 
in such work or in any of the rights comprised therein, as the case may be respect- 
ively, upon the deposit in the Copyright Office at Washington of an application 
accompanied by the registration fees provided by this Act, and one copy of the 
work in which, or in connection with which, copyright is claimed, or the identify- 
ing matter prescribed in Section 39 of this Act. 

Only one registration shall be necessary in the case of any work, which if 


made shall inure to the benefit of the author as well as all persons claiming under 
him. 
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The Copyright Office shall have no discretion to refuse to receive such ap- 
plication or to refuse to register such work upon such application being made. 

If any person other than the author of any work shall apply for registration 
under this section, he shall register at the time of making said application all 
instruments under which he claims ownership of such copyright or right or rights 
thereunder. : 


Sec. 38. The form of application for registration shall state to which of the 
following classes the work to be registered belongs. The classes of works enu- 
merated below are expressly recognized as subject matter of copyright, but the 
following specifications shall not be held to limit the subject matter of copyright: 


(a) Books, including composite and cyclopedic works, directories, gazetteers, 
and other compilations; abridgments, adaptations and translations ; 

(b) Periodicals, including newspapers ; 

(c) Lectures, sermons, addresses (prepared for oral delivery) ; 

(d) Dramatic compositions, dramatizations and dramatico-musical. compo- 
sitions ; 

(e) Musical compositions ; 

(f{) Maps; 

(g) Works of art; 

(h) Reproductions of a work of art, including engravings, lithographs, photo- 
engravings, photogravures, casts, plastic works, or copies by any other methods 
of reproduction ; 

(i) Drawings and plastic works of a scientific or technical character ; 

(j) Photographs ; 

(k) Prints and pictorial illustrations, including prints or labels for articles 
of manufacture; 

(1) Motion-picture photoplays ; 

(m) Motion pictures other than photoplays ; 

(n) Scenarios (so-called continuities) for motion pictures; 

(o) Works of architecture, models or designs for architectural works ; 

(p) Choreographic works and pantomimes, the scenic arrangement or acting 
form of which is fixed in writing or otherwise; 

(q) Phonographic records, perforated rolls, and other contrivances by means 
of which sounds may be mechanically reproduced ; 

(r) Works not specifically hereinabove enumerated. 


SEC. 39. The copy deposited for registration may either be printed, type- 
written, or be in legible handwritting if the work be a book, or a dramatic, mu- 
sical, or dramatico-musical composition ; a scenario of a motion picture; a lecture, 
sermon or address, or the acting form of a choreographic work or a pantomime. 
For a photograph, there shall be deposited one print from the negative; for any 
work of art, or for a model or design for a work of art, or a drawing or plastic 
work of a scientific or technical character, or any work not particularly specified 
in this section, a photograph or other identifying reproduction; for a motion- 
picture, the title, and a description or synopsis or prints sufficient for identifica- 
tion; for an architectural work, a photographic or other identifying representa- 
tion of such work and such drawings as are necessary to identify it. For a record, 
roll, or other contrivance by means of which sound may be mechanically repro- 
duced, a description or copy of the music which has been recorded thereon, which 
shall differentiate and identify the particular rendition so recorded and its per- 
former. 
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Sec. 40. The register of copyrights upon receipt of such application, and 
such copy or identifying matter and fee, shall make a full and complete record 
of the copyright claim and send a certificate of registration under the seal of the 
copyright office to the person indicated in the application. 


Sec. 41. In the case of any work in connection with which application for 
registration of copyright is filed, where a copy thereof otherwise required or 
permitted which by reason of its character, bulk, fragility, or because of its dan- 
gerous ingredients, can not expediently be kept on file, the register of copyrights 
may determine that there shall be deposited with the application for registration, 
or on subsequent notice by registered mail, in lieu of a copy of such work, such 
identifying photographs or prints, together with such written, typewritten, or 
printed description of the work as shall be sufficient to identify it. 


Sec. 42. Whenever any literary, dramatic, dramatico-musical, musical. or 
artistic work has been published in book form, it shall be obligatory upon the 
publisher, except as below provided, to make a deposit in the copyright office or 
in the mail addressed to the Register of Copyrights, Washington, D. C., within 
thirty days after the date of publication of two complete copies of the best edition 
thereof then published, for the use of the Library of Congress. Registration for 
such work may be secured if such copies are accompanied by the application and 
remittance prescribed in Section 37 of this Act: 


Provided, however: ‘That the deposit of copies required in this and the fol- 
lowing two sections shall not be obligatory in case of any work whose author is 
a citizen or subject of a foreign country which is a member of the International 
Copyright Union or any work which is protected by copyright in the United 
States under this Act by reason of first publication in any country which is a 
member of the said union, unless and until such work, if it be a book, shall have 
been republished in the United States under an assignment of the copyright for 
the United States or under a license to print and sell such book in the United 
States. 


SEc. 43. That in the case of newspapers or other periodicals, one copy of 
each issue shall be deposited within thirty days after the date of publication for 
the use of the Library of Congress, which may be registered if accompanied by 
an application and remittance as provided in Section 37, Provided: that if several 
editions of said newspapers are published on one day, a deposit of any one of 
said editions shall be compliance with this Section. 


Sec. 44. Should the copies called for by sections 42 and 43 of this Act not 
be deposited as herein provided, the Librarian of Congress may at any time after 
the date of the default in depositing the work, require the publisher of said work 
to make such deposit, and after the said demand shall have been made, in default 
of the deposit of a copy or copies of the work in the Library of Congress within 
three months from any part of the United States, except an outlying Territorial 
possession or dependency of the United States, or within six months from any 
outlying Territorial possession or dependency of the United States, the publisher 
of said work shall be liable to a fine of $100 and to pay to the Library of Congress 
twice the amount of the retail price of the best edition of the work, but failure 
to make such deposit shall not, in any way, affect the validity of the copyright in 
the said work. 
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Sec. 45. The United States postmaster to whom are delivered the articles 
to be deposited as provided in this Act, shall, if requested, give a receipt therefor 
and shall mail them together with any application for registration of copyright 
and remittances and any accompanying papers to the Copyright Office without 
cost to the copyright claimant. 


Sec. 46. Registrations and recordations under this Act shall be constructive 
notice, as of the date of registration or record, to all persons, of the rights claimed 
therein. 


Sec. 47. In the case of each work registered for copyright the person re- 
corded as the claimant of the copyright or of any right, or rights comprised 
therein shall be entitled to a certificate of registration under the seal of the copy- 
right office, to contain the name and address of said claimant, the name of the 
author, the country of which the author of the work is a citizen or subject, and 
when an alien author domiciled or residing in the United States at the time of 
the making or first publication or first public performance of his work, a state- 
ment of that fact, including his place of domicile or residence, or that of his duly 
authorized representative; the title of the work for which registration is claimed; 
the date of the deposit of the copy or copies of such work; the date of publica- 
tion or performance if the work has been reproduced in copies for sale or publicly 
distributed or performed; and such marks as to class designation and entry num- 
ber as shall fully identify the entry. The register of copyrights shall prepare a 
printed form for the said certificate, to be filled out as above provided for in the 
case of all registrations made after this Act goes into effect, which certificate, 
sealed with the seal of the copyright office, shall, upon payment of the prescribed 
fee, be given to any person making application for the same, and a similar certi- 
ficate shall be supplied on request in the case of all previous registrations so far 
as the copyright office record books shall show such facts. In addition to such 
certificate the register of copyrights shall furnish, upon request, without addi- 
tional fee, a receipt for the copy or copies of any work deposited under this or 
previous Acts of the United States. Said certificate and receipt shall be admitted 
in any court as prima facie evidence of the facts stated therein. 


Sec. 48. Subject to this Act, the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia 
or a Judge thereof, may on the application of any person aggrieved, by writ of 
Mandamus upon due cause shown, order that any registration or record made 
under this Act may be cancelled, annulled and expunged or similarly order the 
correction of any omission, error or any defect in any registration or attempted 
registration. An appeal shall lie to the Court of Appeals of the District of Colum- 
bia from any final order made under this section. 


Sec. 49. The register of copyrights shall fully index all registrations of 
claims to copyright or rights therein and all assignments, grants, licenses, mort- 
gages or other instruments recorded, and shall print at periodic intervals a cata- 
logue of the names of the authors where known and of the titles of works de- 
posited and registered, together with suitable indices, and at stated intervals shall 
print complete and indexed catalogues for each class of copyright entries. Both 
the current catalogues and the complete and indexed catalogues for each class 
of copyright entries shall be furnished to all persons desiring them at reasonable 


prices. 


Sec. 50. The record books of the copyright office, together with the indices 
to such record books, and all works deposited and retained in the copyright office, 
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shall be open to public inspection, and copies may be taken of the entries actually 
made in such record books, subject to such safeguards and regulations as shall 
be prescribed by the register of copyrights and approved by the Librarian of 
Congress. 

Sec. 51. That of the articles deposited in the copyright office under the pro- 
visions of the previous copyright laws of the United States or of this Act the 
Librarian of Congress shall determine what books and other articles shall be 
transferred to the permanent collections of the Library of Congress, including 
the law library, and what other books or articles shall be placed in the reserve 
collections of the Library of Congress for sale or exchange, or be transferred to 
other governmental libraries in the District of Columbia for use therein. 


Sec. 52. That of any articles undisposed of as above provided, together with 
all titles and correspondence relating thereto, the Librarian of Congress and the 
Register of Copyrights jointly shall, at suitable intervals, determine what of these 
received during any period of years it is desirable or useful to preserve in the 
permanent files of the copyright office, and, after due notice as hereinafter pro- 
vided, may within their discretion cause the remaining articles and other things 
to be destroyed: Provided, That there shall be printed in the Catalogue of Copy- 
right Entries from January to November, inclusive, a statement of the year of 
receipt of such articles and a notice to permit any author, copyright owner, or 
other lawful claimant to claim and remove before the expiration of the month of 
December of that year anything found which relates to any of his productions 
deposited or registered for copyright within the period of years not reserved or 
disposed of as provided for in this Act: And provided further, That no manu- 
script of an unpublished work shall be destroyed during its term of copyright 
without specific notice to the copyright claimant of record, permitting him to 
claim and remove it. 


COPYRIGHT OFFICE 


Sec. 53. All records and other things relating to copyrights required by law 
to be preserved shall be kept and preserved in the copyright office, Library of 
Congress, Washington, District of Columbia, and shall be under the control of 
the Register of Copyrights, who shall, under the supervision and approval of the 
Librarian of Congress, perform all the duties relating to the optional registration 
of copyrights and shall be authorized to make rules and regulations for the regis- 
tration of claims to copyright as provided by this Act and to prescribe the form 
of application for such registration. 


Sec. 54. There shall be appointed by the Librarian of Congress a Register 
of Copyrights at a salary of $ per annum, and one Assistant Register of 
Copyrights ,at a salary of $ per annum, who shall have authority during 
the absence of the Register of Copyrights to attach the copyright office seal to all 
papers issued from said office and to sign such certificates and other papers as 
may be necessary. There shall also be appointed by the Librarian such subordinate 
assistants to the register as may from time to time be authorized by law. 


Sec. 55. The Register of Copyrights shall make daily deposits with the Treas- 
urer of the United States of all moneys received to be applied as copyright fees, 
and shall make weekly transfers to the Treasurer of the United States, in such 
manner as the latter shall direct, of all copyright fees actually applied under the 
Provisions of this Act, and annual deposits of sums received which it has not 
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been possible to apply as copyright fees or to return to the remitters; and he 
shall make monthly reports to the Comptroller General of the United States and 
to the Librarian of Congress of the applied copyright fees for each calendar 
month, together with a statement of all remittances received, trust funds on hand, 
moneys refunded, and unapplied balances. 


Sec. 56. The Register of Copyrights shall give bond to the United States in 
the sum of $20,000, in form to be approved by the Solicitor of the Treasury and 
with sureties satisfactory to the Secretary of the Treasury, for the faithful dis- 
charge of his duties. 


Sec. 57. The Register of Copyrights shall make an annual report to the 
Librarian of Congress of all copyright business for the previous fiscal year, which 
report shall be printed promptly after the close of the fiscal year and also be 
printed in the annual report on the Library of Congress. 


Sec. 58. The Register of Copyrights shall provide and keep such record 
books in the copyright office as are required to carry out the provisions of this Act. 


Sec. 59. The Register of Copyrights shall, upon payment of the prescribed 
fee, record any assignment of copyright, or any grant, license, or mortgage of any 
right pertaining to the copyright in any work protected under this Act or any 
previous Acts of the United States, and shall return it after recordation to the 
sender with a certificate of record attached under seal of the copyright office, and 
upon the payment of the fee prescribed by this Act he shall furnish to any person 
requesting the same a certified thereof under said seal. The Register of Copy- 
rights shall have no discretion to refuse to record any instrument presented to him 
for record as aforesaid. 


Sec. 60. The register of copyrights shall receive, and the persons to whom 
the services designated are rendered shall pay, the following fees: For the regis- 
tration of a claim to copyright or rights therein under the provisions of this Act, 
$1, which sum is to include a certificate of registration under seal: Provided, That 
in the case of photographs the fee shall be 50 cents where a certificate is not 
demanded, and only one registration at one fee shall be required in the case of 
several volumes of the same book deposited at the same time. For every additional 
certificate of registration made, 50 cents. For recording and certifying any 
written instrument provided for in section 10 or 11 of this Act, or for any copy 
of such assignment, grant, mortgage, or license, duly certified, if not over three 
hundred words in length, $1; if more than three hundred and less than one 
thousand words in length, $2; if more than one thousand words in length, $1 
additional for each additional one thousand words or fraction thereof over three 
hundred words. For comparing any copy of an assignment with the record of 
such document in the copyright office and certifying the same under seal, $1. 
For indexing the transfer of the ownership of copyrighted works, or of any right 
therein, 10 cents for each title of a book or other article, in addition to the fee 
prescribed for recording the instrument evidencing the same. For any requested 
search of copyright office records, indices, or deposits, 50 cents for each full hour 
of time consumed in making such search. 


Sec. 61. A seal shall be provided and be used in the copyright office and be 
the seal thereof, and by it all papers issued from the copyright office requiring 
authentication shall be authenticated. | 
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ENTRY OF THE UNITED STATES INTO THE INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT UNION 


Sec. 62. The President of the United States be, and is hereby, authorized to 
effect and proclaim the adhesion of the United States to the convention creating 
an international union for the protection of literary and artistic works, known also 
as the International Copyright Union, signed at Berne, Switzerland, September 9, 
1886, and revised at Berlin, Germany, November 13, 1908, and to the “Additiona. 
Protocol” to the said convention executed at Berne, Switzerland, March 20, 1914. 


Sec. 63. It is hereby declared that the United States desires to be placed in 
the first class of the International Copyright Union, as provided in article 23 of 
the said convention of 1908. 

Sec. 64. Copyright shall subsist in the words of foreign authors as provided 
in this Act. On and after the date of the President’s proclamation, as provided 
in section 62 of this Act: Provided, however, That the duration of copyright 
in the United States shall not in the case of any foreign work extend beyond 
the date at which such work has fallen into the public domain in the country of 
origin. Provided, further, That as to copyrights in works not previously copy- 
righted in the United States no right or remedy given pursuant to this Act shall 
prejudice lawful acts done or rights in copies lawfully made or the continuance 
of enterprises lawfully undertaken within the United States prior to the date of 
said proclamation, and the author or other owner of such copyrights, or persons 
claiming under him shall not be entitled to bring action against any person who 
has, prior to such date, taken any action in connection with the reproduction or 
performance (in a manner which at the time was not unlawful) of any such work 
whereby he has incurred any substantial expenditure or liability. 


Sec, 65. In the interpretation and construction of this Act date of “publica- 
tion” shall in the case of a work of which copies are reproduced for sale or public 
distribution be held to’ be the earliest date when copies of the first author- 
ized edition were piaced on sale, sold, or publicly distributed by the owner 
of the copyright or under his authority, and the performance of a dramatic, 
musical, or dramatico-musical work, the delivery of a lecture, sermon, or 
address, the exhibition of a motion picture, or of a work of art, and the con- 
struction of an architectural work or the issue of photographs or other 
reproductions of such work shall not be held to be publication. 


Sec. 66. This Act shall not apply to designs capable of being patented, except 
designs which though capable of being so patented are not used or intended 
to be used as models or patterns to be multiplied by any industrial process, 
other than the printing press processes referred to in Section 29 of this Act. 


Sec. 67. The provisions of this Act apply to existing copyrights save as 
expressly indicated in this Act. All other Acts or parts of Acts relating to 
copyrights are hereby repealed, as well as all other laws or parts of laws 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act, but nothing in this Act shall 
affect suits, actions, or proceedings for infringement of copyright heretofore com- 
mitted, now pending in the courts of the United States; but such suits, actions, 
or proceeding shall be prosecuted to a conclusion in the manner heretofore 
provided by law. 


Sec. 68. That this Act shall go into effect on the 
dav of . 192 
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copies of all books promptly for annotation 
and entry, and the receipt of advance copies 
insures record simultaneous with publica- 
tion. The annotations are descriptive, not 
critical; intended to place not to judge the 
books. Pamphlet material and books of 
lesser trade interest are listed in smaller type. 


The entry is transcribed from title pege when 
the book ts sent for record. Prices are added 
except when not supplied by publisher or ebtain- 
able only on specific request, in which case word 
at used. When not specified the binding 
is “‘cloth,”

American Almanacs and Their Value for 
Historical Study,” reprinted in a pamphlet 
of twenty-five pages in advance of the pro- 
ceedings for October, 1925, discusses al- 
most every phase of the almanac, which in 
many New England families was the only 
book ever consulted other than, the Bible 
and the “New England Primer.”

nounces that a Bible which belonged 
to Martin Luther has been discovered 
among the possessions of a bookseller at 
Chemnitz. The book, which is said to 
have been printed by Hans Lufft, of Wit- 
tenberg, is an Old Testament. Numerous 
marginal notes, apparently written’ in 
Luther’s hand, lead to the belief that the 
reformer used the book in the preparation 
of his translation of the Bible, of which 
the Old Testament section was issued in 
1534, altho the New Testament transla- 
tion had been published twelve years pre- 
viously. The book also contains notes by 
one Johannes Mylichius, “Minister Crusis 
et Lucis,” dated 1533, which testify to the 
genuineness of Luther’s handwriting. 


OLUME 19 of the “Papers of the 

Bibliographical Society of America” 
combines the two parts in one. Besides the 
reports of the Chicago and Saratoga 
Springs meetings in 1924 and the usual 
matters of interest to members, there are 
three papers: “Pickwickian Chronology,” 
by Frank E. Robbins; “Bibliographical 
Pitfalls—Linked Books,” by Dr. George 
Watson Cole, and “Cotton Mather and 
His Writings on Witchcraft,” by Thomas 
J. Holmes. In the first of these papers 
Mr. Robbins gives an amusing summary 
of his investigations into the chronology of 
Pickwick, showing that Dickens frequently 
presented events out of order. Dr. Cole’s 
paper deals with that matter which causes 
trouble for all bibliographers, books made 
up of several treatises or parts, paged 
separately, and issued sometimes without a 
comprehensive titlepage. The paper on 
Cotton Mather, by the librarian of the

William Gwynn Mather Library of Cleve- 
land, showing that the popular conception 
that Mather was principally distinguished 
for his writings on witchcraft is an error. 
He reviews the whole controversy with 
Richard Calef, and says that a dispassion- 
ate inquiry will show that the charges 
made against Mather for his part in the 
lamentable proceedings at Salem are false.

N their annual summary of the paper 

production and markets for the year 
1925, the Paper Trade Journal says: 

‘The production of book paper has been 
constantly increasing. During 1925 there 
were eight new book paper machines in- 
stalled. ‘The normal annual production of 
book paper, which takes in various grades 
that are usually manufactured by book 
mills and therefore classified under the 
book Paper Industry, is about 5,000 tons 
per day, or 1g550,000 tons annually. The 
production ich 1925 was something 
over 90 per cent, or about 1,400,000 tons. 

‘The tendency on the part: of the manu- 
facturers to expand has kept the production 
ahead of the consumption, which usually 
means weakening in the price situation, 
and acceptance of orders at prices lower 
than are warranted on the basis- of costs, 
thereby making it difficult to show a fair 
return on the capital invested. 

‘The expansion in the book paper trade, 
for a period of two and one half years, has 
been very large. By June, 1926, there 
will have been installed in this period, 
eighteen new machines, with capacity of 
840 tons daily or 250,000 tons annually, 
which will mean an increased production 
of about 20 per cent over the production 
in 1923. 

“Prices have remained firm thru _the 
season with very few exceptions. During 


the quiet season, the middle of the sum- 
mer, some price cutting was done, but the 
increased demand in the early fall had a 
tendency to establish a firmer market, and 
taking the year as a whole, very little, if 
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any, complaint can be made about lowering 
prices,

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Sources of Paper Fiber 


THE diminishing supply of wood pulp 
has renewed the interest in new sources 
of supply but this interest is by no means 
new for as early as 1765 Jacob Christian 
Schaeffer of Regensburg, Germany, printed 
a list of the plants which he could make 
into paper without the use of rags and his 
list included tree moss, hop tendrils, hemp, 
cabbage stalks, corn stalks, potato skins, 
poplar down and many other materials. 

In 1886 Davis’ “Manufacture of Paper” 
devoted twelve pages to a list of such 
materials. 

In 1909, William Riatt in studying 
sources of paper listed certain considera- 
tions that should be kept in mind in evalu- 
ating proposed supplies. 


The material: 


(1) Should bave no value for other 
economic purpose. 


(2) Should be a free gift of nature, of 
spontaneous self-sown growth, and not 
liable to exhaustion by cropping. 


(3) Should mature annually or at 


periods of not exceeding three years. 
(4) Should not require cultivation. 


(5) Should not require manipulation 
for separating the fiber from the body of 
the plant. 


(6) Must contain 30 per cent cellulose. 


(7) Should grow near cheap labor, 
within economic range of power, lime and 
transport to the seaboard. 


‘Wood seems to be the only material 
fulfilling these requirements,” says Clar- 
ence J. West, “but esparto grass has been 
successfully used for some time in Europe 
and straw, bamboo, bagasse, reed, cotton 
linters, have been commercially used at 
various times.” 


Annual plants do not, generally speak- 
ing, produce a valuable stalk as their life 
span has been concentrated on producing 
a flower or fruit, while trees are largely 
made up of fibrous cells which will pro- 
duce a heavy percentage of cellulose, the 
basis of paper.
